A committee of the 
men on the National Line called on 
Superiniendent Andrews to-day, offer- 
ing to return for 20 cents an hour for 
day aod 45 cents an bour for night 
work, if the non-union men were dis- 
charged. Andrews refused tc dis- 
charge them, aud this afternesao a 
number of union ‘longsk*vemen of 
the National Line returned to work in 
company witli the non-union men. 
The othera would have returned, but 
there were not enough vacancies. The 
strike is practically over, at least a» 
far as the Nationa! Line is concerned. 


A Mysterio s Case. 
Burra.o, N, Y., June 29, 
A car cleaner nained Albert Jones 
on Friday night found behind a beater 
in postal car 67, at the G:and Central 
depot, six official envelopes, which 
had been opened, but there were in 
them a number of checks in transit 
for New York banks.

WESTERN DISPATCHES 


An Extended Examination. 
SAN FRancisco, July 28. 
Senator Stanford appeared to-day 


| before the Pacific Railway Investigat- 


ing Commission. The Commission 
proposed 58 interrogatories to Stan- 
ford, who supplied written answers at 
great length. 

Stanford primarily declares that the 
Central Pacific was organized under 
the laws of California, and denies that 
anything in its contracts authorizes 
the present investigation on the part 
of the Government, but concedes his 
willingness to answerany questions 
which may be propounded to its offi- 
cials, 

Stanford makes the claim that when 


the Central and Union Pacific roads 
were undertaken, the Government was 
paying $8,000,000 annually for carry- 
a 2 military and Indian service sup- 
plies and the United States mail. He 
contends that this compensation was 
to be paid to the railroads, and that it 
was understood it would never be less, 
and that this compensation should be 
credited tothe first principal and in- 
terest of the bonds, and the company 
would also pay the Government tive 
cent. of its net earnings, to apply on 
the bonds. He claims that this $8,000,- 
000 and five per cent. of the net earn- 
ings would liquidate all the obligations 
of the Government before the expira- 
tion of thirty years. He claims that 
instead of this compensation for this 
Government service, it was reduced 
to a point less than that allowed roads 
inthe East.  ..°” 

Stanfard ..ges the further claim 
thet tae bonds, owing to the war of the 
rebellion being in progress, were dis- 
posed of ata discount of over $7,000,- 
000. This discount, with the interest 
on the same to maturity, he computes 
at $20,000,000. He then speaks of the 
Congressional legislation as having 
been unduly burdensome. 

Stanford decclares that the land sub- 
syidies to the Northern Pacific, the At- 
lantic and Pacific and the Atchison, 
fopeka and Santa Fe were greater 
than to the Central Pacific, and claims 
that by the construction of these 
roads, aided by the Government, the 
Central and Union Pacific bave lost 
$37,000,000 in traffic. 

He then claimed that the Govern- 
ment saved from the completion of#he 
road, in May, 1869, down, to July 1, 
[876, in the way of transportation 
nearly $48,000,000. Of this the Central 
Pacific was entitled to forty per vent. 
or nearly $22,000,000. The Govern- 
ment now owes the road for transpor- 
tation, the legality of which has been 
sustained ” the Supreme Courts, 
$1,853,000. e also lays claim to the 
loss of half a million dollars by the re- 
fusal of the Government to grant the 
company patents for its lands. The 
loss by the Sinking Fund in the 
United States Treasury is placed at 
$1,613,000. 

Finally, by the loss of business due 
to the diversion of other subsidized 
roads, Stanford claims that the com- 
pany has sustained a loss of $17,000,- 
000. President Stanford therefore in- 
formed the Commission that the road 
had a valid claim against the Gov- 
ernment of a round total of 363,000,000, 
to apply against the Goverpment lien 
on the road. . 

The Commission permitted Stanford 
to read his prepared report, but has 
not yet subjected him to any question- 
ing. 

3 San FRANCISCO, July 29. 

At this morning’s session of the 
Pacific Railroad Commission, the 
reading of the reply of Senator Stan- 
ford to the interrogatious addressed to 
him was continued. Those first under 
consideration related to the obliga- 
tions due the United States by the 
company, the security held by the 
United States for the performance of 
such obligations, and the value of the 

. The answer was in geoa- 
terms, the gist of which 
being that the only thing which the 
Government could do would be to fix 
the rate of interest, and that should 
not be mure than two per cent. per 
annum. To the question as to what 
farther security the company should 
give, the reply was that the Govern- 
ment has no right to changé its con- 
tract with the company, and the best 
security the Government can have are 
the equities which had been sug- 
gested. Stanford also renewed his 
claim that there had been much hos- 
tile legislation. He also gave 
an account of the manner in 
which the project of building 
the road owas first discussed 
by bimself, Hopkins Huatington and 
others, and the preliminary work of 
exploring and surveying done by 
them. Stanford, in reply as to how 
the indebtedness of the Government 
could be paid off, said it could only be 
done by increasing the rates in the 
traffic in Utah and Nevada by 33 per 
cent,
